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EXTRACTS. 


At  the  Yearly  Meeting  of  Friends,  held  in  Phila¬ 
delphia,  b}’  adjournments  from  the  11th  day  of  the  Fifth 
month  to  the  15tli  of  the  same  inclusive,  1874. 

Reports  from  all  our  constituent  branches  were 
received,  from  which  it  appears  that  one  hundred 
and  thirty -live  Friends  have  been  appointed  representa¬ 
tives  to  attend  the  service  of  this  meeting,  who,  on 
being  called,  were  all  present  except  eleven.  For  the 
absence  of  three  of  them  reasons  were  assigned.

Epistles  from  our  brethren  at  their  Yearly  Meet¬ 
ings  of  New  York,  Baltimore,  Ohio,  Indiana  and 
Genesee,  were  received  and  read. 

To  respond  to  these  acceptable  evidences  of  frater¬ 
nal  regard  as  way  may  open,  a  committee  was  ap¬ 
pointed. 

The  representatives  are  desired  to  propose  to  our 
next  sitting  a  friend  to  serve  for  Clerk,  and  one  for 
Assistant  Clerk. 

Second  Day — Afternoon. 

William  P.  Sharpless,  on  behalf  of  the  represen¬ 
tatives,  reported  that  they  remained  together  at  the 
close  of  the  morning  meeting,  and  were  united  in 
proposing  Benjamin  G.  Foulke  for  Clerk,  and  Darling¬ 
ton  Iloopes  for  Assistant  Clerk,  the  present  year. 
On  consideration,  they  were  united  with,  and  accord¬ 
ingly  appointed. 

To  examine  and  settle  the  Treasurer’s  account, 
report  the  sum  necessary  to  be  raised  the  ensuing 
year,  and  to  bring  forward  the  name  of  a  Friend  to 
serve  as  Treasurer,  and  two  Correspondents  of  the 
Yearly  Meeting,  a  Committee  was  appointed. 

The  Meeting  was  profitably  engaged  in  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  first  query,  and  the  answers  thereto 
from  our  subordinate  meetings. 

Tioelfth  of  the  month  and  third  of  the  week. 

The  second  query  and  answers  from  the  several 


subordinate  Meetings  engaged  the  attention  of  the 
meeting. 

Third  day — Afternoon. 

The  third  and  fourth  queries  and  answers  from  our 
constituent  branches  were  read  and  considered. 

Thirteenth  of  the  month  and  fourth  of  the  week. 

The  consideration  of  the  fourth^query  and  answers 
was  resumed.  The  fifth  and  sixth  queries  were  read, 
and  the  subjects  embraced  therein,  were  deliberately 
'  considered. 

Fourth  day — Afternoon. 

The  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth  queries,  with  an¬ 
swers  were  read,  and  claimed  the  deliberate  considera¬ 
tion  of  the  meeting. 

Fourteenth  of  the  month  and  fifth  of  the  week. 

The  first,  second  and  third  annual  queries,  with 
answers  were  read,  and  carefully  considered.

Answer  to  the  First  Annual  Query. — Bucks. — A 
Monthly  Meeting  has  been  established  at  Bristol,  called

:ofore. 

Concord. — Goshen  Monthly  Meeting  informs  that 
n  Willistown  Preparative  meeting,  the  hour  for  gath- 
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erir.g  has  been  changed,  on  first  davs  from  10  to  half- 
past  10  o’clock.  Birmingham  Monthly  Meeting  in¬ 
forms  that  an  indulged  meeting  for  worship  was  held 
at  West  Chester,  during  the  winter  season,  on  first  day 
evenings,  at  half-past  7  o’clock. 

Cain. — Sadsbury  Monthly  Meeting  informs  that 
there  is  no  mid-week  meeting  held  at  Lampeter. 

Haddon field. — The  hour  for  gathering  at  Moores- 
town,  has  been  changed  from  10  to  half-past  10  o’clock 
on  first  day  mornings  from  the  1st  of  the  10th  to  the 
1st  of  the  4th  month.  Other  meetings  to  begin  at  10 
o’clock. 

Salem. — The  time  for  holding  Pilesgrove  Meeting 
has  been  changed  from  10  to  half-past  10  o’clock,  for 
six  months,  commencing  11th  month,  1st,  1873,  and 
the  Meeting  is  informed  that  since  the  date  of  the 
Salem  report,  Pilesgrove  Monthly  Meeting  has  conclu¬ 
ded  to  continue  for  the  future  the  aforesaid  change  from 
10  to  half-past  10  o’clock. 

Second  Annual  Query. 

There  are  thirty-two  schools  of  the  description 
queried  after,  employing  fifty-eight  teachers,  forty- 
seven  of  whom  are  in  membership  with  us.  The  pupils 
of  twenty-niue  of  these  schools  attend  mid-week  meet¬ 
ings  with  their  teachers. 

Reports  from  five  of  our  Quarterly  Meetings,  rep¬ 
resent  the  schools  within  their  limits,  so  far  as  the 
information  was  received,  attended  by  an  aggregate  of 
sixteen  hundred  and  sixty-three  pupils,  four  hundred 
and  eight  of  whom  are  members,  and  two  hundred 
and  two  having  one  parent  a  member.  And  two  of 
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these  reports  represent  that  their  schools  are  attended 
by  eight  hundred  and  sixteen  pupils  not  in  membership 
with  us. 
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The  minutes  of  the  Representative  Committee

The  following  report  from  the  Indian  Committe 
was  read,  and  their  labors  approved.  It  was  conclude 
to  continue  the  care  that  has  been  extended  on  thei 
behalf,  and  a  Committee  wTas  appointed  to  unite  wit' 
a  Committee  of  Women  Friends,  and  propose  to 
future  sitting;  the  names  of  a  suitable  number  o 
Friends  to  have  charge  of  this  concern. 


Report  of  the  Indian  Committee. 

To  the  Yearly  Meeting: 

The  Joint  Committee,  reappointed  last  year  t< 
have  charge  of  Indian  concerns,  report : — That  thej 
organized  by  appointing  Jacob  M.  Ellis,  Clerk,  and  ai 
Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  the  following 
named  Friends,  viz :

In  the  Sixth  Month  last,  a  Delegation  of  Foui 
Friends,  viz : 

David  Petit,  Samuel  J.  Levick, 

Margaret  Bancroft,  and  Susan  D.  Wharton 
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;vere  appointed  to  visit  the  agencies  under  our  imme¬ 
diate  care. 

The  Otoes  and  Missouri  Indians  have  reversed 
heir  decision  of  last  year  to  sell  all  their  land,  and 
'emove  to  the  Indian  Territory,  and  have  in  council 
determined  to  accept  the  provisions  of  the  act  for  the 
j-elief  of  certain  Indian  Tribes  in  the  Northern  Super- 
intendency,  which  permits  the  sale  of  a  moiety  of 
(;heir  land,  they  remaining  upon  the  balance  thereof. 

The  fund  thus  realized  to  he  appropriated  for 
;heir  civilization  at  the  discretion  of  the  Government. 

In  the  Tenth  Month  last,  five  of  the  Chiefs  of  these 
:ribes,  accompanied  by  their  interpreters  and  their 
agent,  Jesse  W.  Griest,  visited  Washington.  They 
svere  in  Baltimore  during  the  Sessions  of  the  Yearly 
Meeting  then  holding,  and  remained  a  short  time  in 
Philadelphia,  on  their  way  home.  A  special  Com¬ 
mittee  was  appointed  to  visit  Washington  during  their 
3tay,  and  render  them  such  assistance  as  they  might 
require.  A  council  was  held  by  these  Chiefs  in  the 
presence  of  their  agent,  and  a  number  of  your  Com¬ 
mittee,  with  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs,  and 
the  Indians  were  given  distinctly  to  understand  by 
him,  that  his  future  policy  would  he  to  hold  their 
annuity  subject  to  the  discretion  of  the  Department, 
and  use  it  in  such  manner  as  will  be  best  calculated  to 
promote  their  civilization. 

The  principal  Chief,  Medicine  Horse,  has  been 
persistently  opposed  to  accepting  the  habits  of  civi¬ 
lized  life,  and  they  were  much  dissatisfied  with  their 
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reception  by  the  Commissioner.  During  their  sti 
arrangements  were  effected  with  the  Commissioner  fq 
supplying,  from  funds  at  his  disposal,  means  to  in 
prove  the  agency  buildings  and  school  house,  fence 
the  broken  Prairie,  and  to  employ  a  matron,  also  ' 
appropriate  from  their  annuity,  salari  ^s  for  farmer  ar| 
carpenter,  and  means  to  procure  horses,  wagon, 
harness,  and  agricultural  implements.  Permissic| 
was  granted  them  to  go  on  their  winter’s  hunt  witl 
the  understanding  that  it  was  for  the  last  time.  The, 
were  told  that  hereafter  they  must  cease  all  d 
pendence  upon  the  hunt,  and  rely  upon  the  cultivatio  , 
of  the  soil  for  their  support.  The  hunt  counteracts  ffcj 
influence  of  civilized  life,  and  the  increased  settlemeri 
of  the  country  through  which  the  Indians  must  pass  t . 
reach  the  buffalo,  renders  them  liable  to  unpleasar. 
contact  with  the  white  settlers. 

At  a  subsequent  interview  with  the  Commissione 
of  Indian  Affairs  an  agreement  was  made  whereb 


Friends  are  to  supplement  the  salaries  of  the  farme 
and  carpenter  for  the  Otoes  Agency  to  the  amount  c 
Three  Hundred  Dollars,  the  sums  appropriated,  fo 
these  uses  not  beino;  sufficient  to  induce  suitabl 
persons  to  accept  the  positions,  the  annuities  of  th< 
Indians  beino-  too  limited  to  admit  of  an  increase  fron

that  source,  and  the  Commissioner  having  no  funds  a 
command  to  supply  the  deficiency.  In  consideratioi 
therefor,  however,  the  Commissioner  agrees  to  pay  ; 
similar  sum  for  the  salary  of  the  assistant  teacher  sen 


by  Friends,  out  of  funds  at  his  control  for  schoo 


purposes. 
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t3,;  On  the  5th  day  of  1st  month  last,  we  received  a 
''legram  from  Agent  Jesse  W.  Griest  stating  that  on 
iDle  night  of  the  3d,  during  his  absence  from  the 
^ency  on  business,  the  agency  buildings  were 
Istroyed  by  fire.  Ilis  family  escaped  with  their  lives, 
;Dfough  subjected  to  extreme  suffering,  owing  to  the 
njverity  of  the  weather,  and  the  excitement  attending 
0,e  sad  calamity.  As  soon  as  possible,  through  the 
'Indness  of  neighbors,  they  were  cared  for,  and  their 
ieeeds  supplied  as  far  as  they  were  capable  of.  The 
Executive  Committee  telegraphed  Superintendent  Bar- 
0Iay  White  to  furnish  Agent  Griest  with  two  hundred 
“bllars  for  immediate  use,  and  the  amount  was  at  once 
Emitted  to  him.  Other  means  from  private  sources 
■  ere  also  forwarded,  and  under  the  date  of  the  25th 
Llf  the  same  month,  Agent  Griest  writes  acknowledg- 
ig  the  receipt  of  the  money,  and  says :  “  please 
^press  to  these  kind  friends  our  most  grateful  acknow¬ 
ledgment,  with  the  earnest  desire  on  our  part  that  we 
lay  prove  worthy  recipients  of  so  great  a  favor.” 

A  hill  has  been  submitted  to  Congress,  appropria- 
ing  Twelve  Thousand  Dollars  to  re-build  the  Agency 
louse,  and  subsist  the  Indians,  their  hunt  having 
■roved  a  failure.  The  new  building  will  be  on  a 
afferent  and  more  desirable  location.  The  Commis- 
ioner  of  Indian  Affairs  has  appropriated  One  Thou- 
and  Dollars  to  repair  the  old  house  so  as  to  adapt 
t  to  the  use  of  the  Agent  until  the  new  Agency 
louse  is  completed.

of  their  civilization.  These  Indians  receive  tl 
present  annuity  in  money.  The  Secretary  of 
Interior  has  submitted  a  law  to  Congress  which 
enacted  will  give  the  President  such  control  over  tb  t 
annuity,  as  to  enable  him  to  use  it  at  his  discretion  Ifd 
their  welfare,  and  prevent  its  improper  expenditure,  t 
they  have  been  much  addicted  to  intemperance. 

The  Iowas  continue  to  improve  under  Ag<| 
Charles  Roberts,  who  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacai 
occasioned  by  the  resignation  of  Thomas  Lig 
Tenth  month  last.  We  have  every  reason  to  belie 
he  is  laboring  faithfully  in  this  important  servl 

In  a  letter  dated - ,  he  says,  “  These  people  ne  :fi 

nothing  but  work;  the  soil  is  very  fertile,  and 
believe  we  shall  have  much  more  land  under  culth 
tion  after  next  summer.  We  are  making  arrang 


ments  to  break  and  fence  at  least  four  hundred  aert 


We  trust  Friends  will  give  us  the  encourageme 
we  need  to  the  successful  carrying  out  of  our  plan 
We  feel  there  is  great  work  to  do,  and  there  are  di£ 
culties  and  discouragements  on  every  side.  Believin 
that  the  Father  is  with  us,  and  feeling  that  with  H 
aid  we  must  succeed,  we  leave  the  case  in  his  Hands 
In  a  letter  received  from  our  Superintendei 
enclosing  the  resignation  of  our  friend,  Thomas  Ligh 
foot,  as  agent  for  the  great  Hemahas,  he  says,  “I  fee  „

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it  is  my  duty  to  state  that  in  my  official  and 
aonal  intercourse  with  him  during  the  period  of 
ding  this  office,  I  have  ever  found  him  true  to  the 
tlic  trust  committed  to  his  charge,  prompt  in  the 
iiharge  of  his  official  duties,  and  in  all  respects  a 
lliful,  conscientious,  and  honest  officer.” 

I  We  feel  it  right  here  to  express  our  entire  approval 
he  judicious  administration  of  our  friend,  Barclay 
«ite,  and  the  satisfaction  we  have  derived  during 
t  official  intercourse  with  the  officers  of  the  Interior 
artment  from  their  evidently  just  appreciation  of 
valuable  services.  Also  to  say  that  our  friend, 
\e  W.  Griest,  and  wife,  under  the  peculiarly  trying 
umstances  in  which  they  have  been  placed  since 
r  acceptance  of  the  Otoe  Agency,  have  shown  a 
arkable  energy  and  faith  in  the  difficult  work 
!*ned  them,  and  appear  well  qualified  for  the 
ice. 

In  the  Third  month  last  the  Executive  Committee 
ived  information  that  the  salary  for  the  Office  of 
arintendent  for  the  Northern  Superintendency 
omitted  in  the  estimate  to  be  submitted  to  Con- 
'8  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Sub-committee  on  Indian 
ropriations.  A  conference  of  the  Committee  was 
laptly  called  at  Washington.  With  the  approba- 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  and  the  Commis- 
er  of  Indian  Affairs  they  obtained  interviews  with 
chairman  of  said  Committee,  the  chairman  of  the 
mittee  on  Indian  Affairs,  and  the  chairman  of 
Committee  on  Appropriations,  in  connection  with 
r  members  of  said  Committees. 
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Our  Committee  was  received  with  great  courts 
and  after  having  fully  and  freely  discharged  vi 
appeared  to  them  to  be  their  duty,  giving  our  ream 
for  desiring  the  continuance  of  our  agents  in  il 
Northern  Superintendency  under  the  care  and  sui 
vision  of  a  Superintendent  of  our  own  appoint i| 
retired  with  the  assurance  that  the  views  exp  re:  c 
would  receive  a  kind  and  careful  consideration. 

A  Bill  carefully  prepared  amendatory  of  the  i 
of  last  year  “for  the  relief  of  certain  Indian  tribe: 
the  Northern  Superintendency”  has  been  favorr 
reported  to  the  Senate  by  Senator  Buckinghj: 
chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Indian  Affairs  of  E 
Senate — allowing  the  sale  of  a  part  of  the  lands  oft 
Sacs  and  Foxes,  already  alluded  to  in  this  report,  i 
altering  the  terms  of  payment  by  purchasers  under  si 
act,  so  as  to  insure  more  favorable  bids  for  the  1 1 
offered. 

Numerous  additions  and  corrections  in  the  Inch 
appropriation  bill  have  been  suggested  by  the  Execu'l 
Committee  and  accepted  by  the  chairman  of  the  s 
committee  of  Indian  Affairs  for  the  House. 

The  members  of  the  Executive  Committees  of 
six  yearly  meetings,  upon  whom  has  devolved  the 
tive  labor  with  the  Government  in  the  important  wi 
of  Indian  Civilization,  have  been  increasingly  vigil 
at  their  post  of  duty,  and  to  the  best  of  their  abi 
have  been  assiduous  in  promoting  the  views  of  Friei 
in  this  increasingly  interesting  cause.  They  state  t 
they  feel  it  right  to  say,  they  have  received  the 
proval  and  cordial  support  of  the  Secretary  of 
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nterior,  and  of  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs 
a  all  the  measures  they  have  proposed.

In  addition  to  the  amount  of  money  expended  by 

:he  Committee  on  behalf  of  the  Yearly  Meeting,  we 
ire  informed  that  school  books,  charts,  &c.,  articles  of 
slothing,  and  dry  goods  by  the  piece,  valued  at  Two 
Thousand,  Four  Hundred  and  Twenty-Three  Dollars 
snd  fcixty-nine  Cents,  have  been  forwarded  by  the 
tndian  Aid  Societies,  under  the  direction  of  Friends 
throughout  the  Yearly  Meeting,  through  the  medium 
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of  their  Central  Committee  of  the  City  of  Philade 
phia. 

' 

Under  date  of  20th  ultimo,  Agent  Griest  writei 
that  the  winter  hunt  by  the  Otoes  has  proved  a  failurt 
in  consequence  of  which  the  funds  at  his  comman 
have  been  almost  exhausted  for  their  subsistenc* 
Until  Congress  makes  further  appropriation  they  hav 
nothing  to  rely  upon  hut  what  they  earn  by  their  owi 
labor,  or  the  bounty  of  Friends. 

Most  of  the  tribe  have  manifested  an  eagernes 
for  work  beyond  his  expectations,  and  the  fund  for 
payment  of  wages  wTill  soon  be  exhausted.  In  thii 
emergency  he  says,  “  although  it  is  not  a  pleasant  dutj 
for  me  to  ask  for  contributions,  yet  I  feel  that  a  little 
from  the  abundance  of  many,  would  aid  us  greatly  in 
our  efforts  to  improve  the  condition  of  these  people, 
and  I  trust  be  blessed  to  the  giver  as  well  as  to  the  re¬ 
ceiver.  I  think  that  those  who  feel  an  interest  in  the 
important  trust  that  Friends  have  assumed  amongst 
the  Indians,  cannot  be  too  strongly  impressed  with  the 
importance  of  the  present  season  in  shaping  the  future 
of  this  tribe ;  and  what  we  most  need  appears  to  me, 
to  be  the  necessary  means  to  foster  and  encourage  their 
manifest  willingness  to  make  the  best  of  their  circum¬ 
stances  by  entering  freely  into  productive  labor.  I 
should  like  Friends  to  consider  the  propriety  of  assist¬ 
ing  in  the  cultivation  of  the  present  crops,  and  what 
we  need  for  this  purpose  is  the  means  to  pay  for  labor. 
Nearly  all  the  Indians  are  willing  to  work,  and  they 
work  well,  much  better  than  I  had  an  idea  they  could.” 
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Under  date  of  Tenth  month  9th,  1873,  Super- 
ntendent  Barclay  White  says: — “The  Santee  Sioux 
lave  been  quietly  giving  their  attention  to  industrial 
rarsuits;  they  are  yearly  becoming  more  self-reliant 
md  self-supporting.” 

“The  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs  visited  this 
Igency  in  the  eighth  month,  and  in  consequence  of  a 
promise  made  to  the  Indians  that  he  would  give  one 
>air  of  working  oxen  to  each  head  of  a  family  who 
/ould  properly  secure  four  tons  of  hay,  a  very  large 
[uantity  of  good  hay  has  been  stocked.” 

“  The  Commissioner  has  also  supplied  the  Agency 
vith  superior  horses  and  cattle  for  the  improvement  of 
he  Indian  stock. 

“  The  Industrial  School  has  been  rapidly  approachi¬ 
ng  completion,  with  every  prospect  of  being  finished 
vithin  the  time  of  contract,  viz:  the  last  day  of  the 
•resent  month. 

“This  tribe  has  suffered  severely  during  the  past 
/inter  from  ravages  of  the  small  pox.  Care  was  taken 
o  alleviate  their  suffering  and  prevent  the  spread  of 
he  disease.  Stringent  orders  for  vaccination  have  been 
ssued  to  all  the  agencies. 

“The  Winuebagoes,  Omahas  and  Pawnees  appear 
o  be  progressing  satisfactorily  under  their  new  agents. 

“The  Industrial  School  for  the  Winnebagoes  has 
een  completed,  and  estimates  for  its  support  have 
een  submitted  to  the  Department. 
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“The  Winnebagoes  have  tilled  more  ground  tha 
ever  before,  have  cultivated  it  skillfully  and  well,  anj 
reaped  a  bountiful  harvest.  Some  three  or  four  hurl  . 
dred  of  the  Winnebago  men  assisted  white  farmers  i  j: 
gathering  the  last  grain  harvest,  and  gave  full  satisfac 
tion  in  such  work.” 

The  Superintendent  further  says:  “Since  my  laf 
semi-annual  report,  no  Indian  of  this  Superintendenc 
has  been  accused  of  personal  violence  toward  a  whit 
person,  so  far  as  has  been  officially  reported  to  thi; 
office;  comparatively  few  cases  of  intemperance  hav 
occurred,  and  the  instances  of  crime  have  been  confinei 
to  horse  stealing  and  petty  theft.  I  believe  I  am  saf 
in  the  assertion  that  the  Indian  population  of  this  Sul 
perintendency  is  as  free  from  crime  and  intemperanc 
as  the  same  number  of  white  inhabitants  in  any  portioi 
of  the  state. 

“  When  crime  is  committed  by  Indians  upon  Whites 
the  punishment  is  quick  and  decisive;  but  when  th< 
crime  does  occur  either  by  Indians  or  White  men  upor 
Indians,  the  Indian  has  no  protection  or  remedy  in  th( 
state  courts  ;  and  it  has  recently  been  decided  by  high 
legal  authority  that  the  United  States  Courts  have  nc 
jurisdiction  over  the  Indian  reservations  in  this  state. 

“  I  earnestly  recommend  that  Friends  give  prompt 
attention  to  this  subject  and  take  such  measures  as  will 
place  the  Indians  of  Nebraska  under  the  protection  ot 
the  Laws  of  the  United  States.” 
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c  This  important  subject  has  been  brought  to  the  at- 
Sntion  of  the  proper  authorities  and  a  law  has  been 
“famed  for  the  purpose  of  remedying  the  evil  com¬ 
plained  of,  for  the  consideration  of  Congress.

Esteemed  Friend: 

On  the  14th  inst.,  was  paid  as  semi-annuity,  1 
cash,  to  the  heads  of  families  in  the  Iowa  tribe 
Indians,  the  sum  of  forty-live  hundred  dollars,  and  r  1 
equal  amount  to  the  heads  of  families  in  the  Sacs  ai 
Foxes  of  Missouri  tribe.  Interesting  Councils  we 
held  with  the  chiefs  and  leading  persons  of  each  trib 
In  the  Iowa  Council,  were  present  a  number  of  Iov 
women,  and  one  of  them  came  forward  and  made 
speech,  an  event  of  rare  occurrence.  Indian  worm 
are  seldom  seen  in  Indian  Councils. 

The  Iowas  are  of  one  mind  in  desiring  to  contim 
their  present  course  of  improvement,  even  the  Ta-rah-1 
party  (he  being  restored  to  chieftanship)  has  adopb 
citizens’  clothing,  and  profess  to  be  anxious  to  till  ti 
soil.  The  winter  has  been  long,  and  the  Iowa  stock 
thin  in  flesh,  but  has  probably  reached  spring-pastu 
in  as  good  condition  as  the  stock  of  the  average  whi 
settler. 

The  Iowa  school  is  well  conducted  and  prosperor 
I  have  rarely  attended  a  white  district  school  where  tl 
scholars  were  as  orderlv,  or  as  attentive  to  their  studie 
The  “Iowa  Home”  continues  to  be  popular  with  tl 
tribe,  and  it  is  proposed  to  still  farther  extend  the  far 
attached  to  it,  during  the  present  summer. 

The  funds  necessary  for  the  support  of  the  Hon 
during  this  quarter,  are  not  derived  from  the  Cover 
ment  fund,  “Civilization  of  Indians,”  as  has  heretofo 
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)een  the  case,  but  will  he  paid  out  of  tribal  funds.  I 
lope  this  is  not  a  precedent  for  its  future  support,  as 
he  funds  of  the  tribe  applicable  thereto,  will  all  be 
needed  for  its  advance  in  agriculture.  We  will  con- 
mue  to  ask  for  the  support  of  the  Home  out  of  a  gene¬ 
ral  Indian  fund. 

The  Iowas’  and  Sacs’  and  Foxes’  annuity  consists 
principally  of  interest  upon  trust  funds,  and  cannot 
properly  be  diverted  from  direct  payment  to  the  In- 
Jians,  without  their  consent.  '  Such  is  not  the  case  with 
die  annuities  of  the  Otoes  and  Missourias,  Omahasand 
[Pawnees,  which,  under  treaty  stipulations,  can  be  ap¬ 
plied  to  beneficial  purposes  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
President. 

A  code  of  laws  has  been  adopted  by  the  Iowa 
:ribe,  for  the  suppression  and  punishment  of  crime  and 
^morality,  which  has  alreadj^  proved  of  practical 
Denefit. 

The  Sacs  and  Foxes,  of  Missouri,  appear  united  in 
udgment,  in  desiring  to  remain  upon  their  reservation, 
md  have  asked  the  government  to  sell  the  ten  western 
sections  thereof,  and  apply  the  proceeds  in  improving 
heir  condition  upon  the  remaining  portion;  they  now 
seem  to  be  sincere  in  desiring  to  imitate  the  Iowas  in 
tvorks  of  improvement. 

If  Congress  provides  for  selling  only  the  western 
portion  of  their  land,  according  to  the  Indians’  last  re¬ 
quest,  it  is  probable  that  under  treaty  stipulations,  a 
school  house  will  soon  be  built  and  provision  made  for 
the  salary  of  a  teacher  for  their  children.  The  tribe 
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will  also  be  relieved  from  that  feeling  of  uncertainty  [M 
to  their  future  home,  which  now  retards  and  paralyz  |0 
all  progress.  When  this  matter  is  settled,  with  prop  ^ 
encouragement  and  care,  I  believe  the  majority  of  tlf 
Sacs  and  Foxes  will  be  induced  to  imitate  the  examp 
of  the  Iowas,  and  become  tillers  of  the  fertile  soil 
their  beautiful  reservation.  . 

About  the  last  of  Third  month  the  majority  ■  ' 
the  Otoe  and  Missouria  tribe  returned  from  an  unsu

cessful  buffalo  hunt,  having  been  absent  from  the

reservation  over  four  months.  They  not  only  failed  1 

secure  much  game,  but  while  absent,  consumed  $5(  * 

of  the  annuity  money  in  subsistence.  The  tribe 

now  depending  for  support  upon  compensation  ft 

such  labor  as  the  Agent  has  for  them,  and  a  balant 

of  less  than  $1,000,  now  in  his  hands,  applicable  ft 

subsistence,  the  Indian  Department  having  decide 

that  the  Otoes’  annuity  shall  be  expended  in  works  t 

improvement.  Ho  cash  annuity  has  been,  or  will  b 

paid  to  the  tribe  during  this  year. 

Agent  Griest,  in  his  Monthly  Report  to  this  offic 
dated  Fourth  Month  1st,  says  :  “  Sufficient  posts  hav 
been  prepared  and  delivered  by  the  Indians  for  all  th 
fencing  we  shall  require  during  this  spring,  and  mor 
than  I  had  means  at  my  command  to  pay  for;  a  com 
mencement  has  been  made  toward  putting  them  ii 
fence  around  the  school  farm,  and  this  will  be  pushe( 
on  to  completion  as  soon  as  practicable. 

“  A  farmer  and  matron  reported  on  duty  the  21s 
ult.;  the  former  has  entered  upon  his  duties  with  ai 
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mergy  that  promises  to  be  satisfactory.  A  number  of 
)loughs  and  implements  have  been  at  work  in  the 
lands  of  the  Indians  under  his  direction  during  the 
last  week,  preparing  the  soil  and  sowing  spring 
ivheat. 


“  The  plan  adopted  and  now  being  put  in  execu- 
ion  of  applying  the  Indian  annuity  to  the  payment  of 
iroductive  labor,  gives  promise  of  meeting  our  highest 
Expectations.  I  have  not  known  a  greater  interest, 
lor  more  anxiety  to  get  to  work  anywhere  than  is 
'iow  manifested  by  these  Indians,  prominent  among 
vhom  are  some  of  the  chiefs.  The  greatest  difficulty 
ixperienced  is  to  give  them  enough  work  to  do,  with 
he  limited  means  at  my  command  applicable  to  the 
lurpose.  Hot  the  half  wanting  work  can  be  employed, 
lor  furnished  tools  to  work  with,  a  circumstance  much 
o  he  regretted,  now  that  they  are  convinced  of  the 
mportance  of  labor,  and  are  willing  to  take  hold. 
Their  eagerness  to  do  so  furnishes  conclusive  evidence 
hat  the  popular  idea  that  ‘Indians  will  not  work’  is 
irroneous,  when  they  see  its  importance  and  have  an 
ndividual  interest  in  doing  so,  apart  from  the  common 
nterests  of  the  tribe. 


“  We  have  experienced  great  inconveniences  since 
he  destruction  of  the  Agency  Buildings  by  fire,  for 
,vant  of  a  comfortable  place  to  live,  and  that  incon¬ 
venience  is  increasing,  as  it  becomes  necessary  to  find 
accommodations  for  additional  employees,  though  a 
pudding  intended  for  the  temporary  occupancy  of  the 
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Agent’s  family  is  now  being  constructed,  and  it  i  try 
hoped  will  be  completed  in  a  few  weeks.  br

The  Committee  were  continued  and  en  3 
couraged  to  give  further  attention  to  this  interesting 
concern,  as  way  may  open,  and  with  the  same  authority 
to  draw  on  the  treasurer  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  foi 
funds,  as  authorized  by  the  minute  of  appointmeni . 
last  year.  I 

To  Philadelphia  Yearly  Meeting  of  Friends. 

The  Committee  on  Education  report  that  they  or¬ 
ganized  by  the  appointment  of  an  Executive  and  Visi¬ 
ting  Committee ;  and  the  members  of  the  respective1 
Quarterly  Meetings  were  requested  to  co-operate  with 
and  report  to  the  Executive  Committee.  Eight  of  the 
Quarters  responded  and  two  of  them  reported  that' 
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aery  meeting  within  their  limits  had  been  visited  and 
bor  extended  on  the  subject  of  Education;  others 
aive  some  attention  by  visiting  several  of  their  schools 
id  meetings.  Members  of  the  Executive  and  Visiting 
ommittees  have  mingled  with  Friends  in  the  locali- 
es  of  Plymouth,  Edgewood,  Goshen,  Marlborough, 
aiden  Creek,  Stroudsburg,  Londongrove,  Upper 
reenwich,  Newtown,  Richland,  Chesterfield,  Chester, 
[arlborough  and  Medford, — they  have  been  received 
ith  uniform  kindness. 

Ve  confess  to  feelings  of  discouragement  in  view 
F  the  low  standard  of  the  schools  amongst  us  and  of 
le  apathy  in  the  society  on  this  subject,  yet  we  are  en- 
>uraged  by  the  interest  manifested  by  many  Friends, 
lat  the  rising  generation  may  have  the  advantages  of 
guarded  education. 

We  should  be  glad  to  awaken  more  thoroughly 
a  interest  that  will  not  let  pecuniary  considerations  be 
■eighed  in  the  balance  when  the  correct  training  of 
le  precious  youth  is  considered. 

There  are  fair  prospects  for  the  opening  of  schools 
t  Unionville,  Camden,  N.  J.,  Moorestown  and  Edge- 
mod — the  latter  not  to  be  under  the  care  of  the  Monthly 
leering  but  in  charge  of  a  committee  of  Friends, 
everal  properties  belonging  to  our  Society  are  now 
iased  to  the  public  for  school  purposes,  and  others  con- 
ucted  jointly  with  the  Directors  of  Public  Schools; 
nis  we  very  much  regret,  and  would  encourage  Friends 
a  those  localities  to  examine  closely  into  the  matter 
nd  see  if  they  have  not  strength  to  establish  such 
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schools  as  the  discipline  enjoins  upon  the  Mont"  ith 
Meetings.  We  believe  great  good  would  be  gain 
thereby.  In  oue  instance  it  has  been  deemed  advisa  jtio 
to  extend  material  aid. 

The  results  of  our  efforts  seem  small,  but  when 
consider  the  large  field  of  labor  and  the  many  ye; 
wherein  little  active  interest  has  been  taken,  it  will 
evident  to  all,  that  it  will  require  time  to  accompli 
much  practical  good. 

We  earnestly  appeal  to  Friends  to  consider  w  te 
this  subject  as  being  one  of  the  most  vital  that  can 
brought  before  us.  That  we  should  endeavor  to  re  ti 
our  children  in  schools  where  strict  moral  training  ai  m 
liberal  intellectual  culture  are  combined,  is  a  point  w<  f 
worthy  of  our  deepest  thought. 

Wherever  Friends’  Schools  have  been  establish 
and  properly  conducted,  they  have  been  well  sustaim 
by  others  who  expect  our  instruction  to  be  both  mor; 
and  practical.

As  a  Society,  let  us  be  liberal  in  the  support  of  oi 
schools  and  extend  such  care  that  from  them  shall  g 
forth  men  and  women  well  educated  and  so  well  fort 
tied  with  right  principles  that  the  allurements  of  wealt 
or  false  standards  of  honor  shall  not  tempt  them  fror 
the  path  of  duty. 

In  conclusion  we  would  add  that  if  in  the  judg 
ment  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  it  is  thought  advisable  t 
intrust  this  subject  again  to  a  committee,  that  the  ap 
pointment  of  it  be  entered  into  weightily  and  acceptet 
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frith  a  consciousness  of  its  importance  coupled  with  a 
irayerful  desire  to  aid  in  the  work  of  a  guarded  edu¬ 
ction.”

The  Friends  appointed  to  propose  the  names  ol  ,, 
Committee  to  have  the  care  of  the  concern  for  t  , 
welfare  of  the  Indians,  reported  a  joint  Commitl 
of  men  and  women  Friends  for  that  service,  who  wt 
united  with  and  appointed  thereto.  They  are  encoi 
aged  to  give  further  attention  to  the  concern  as  w 
may  open,  and  authorized  to  draw  on  the  Treat 
rer  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  for  any  expense  they  m 
incur  in  carrying  out  the  same. 

The  Committee  on  Epistles  produced  an  essay 
be  addressed  to  the  several  Yearly  Meetings  with  whii 
we  are  in  correspondence,  it  was  read,  approved  ai 
directed  to  be  signed  and  forwarded. 

The  meeting  was  introduced  into  the  considerate 
of  a  concern  on  the  subject  of  Women  Friends  co 
etituting  a  part  of  the  Representative  Committee,  by 
minute  from  the  Women’s  meeting,  introduced  by 
deputation  of  Women  Friends.  Upon  doliberatin 
thereon,  it  was  the  conclusion  of  the  meeting,  tin 
there  is  no  provision  of  our  discipline  to  prevent  tl 
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jjspective  Quarterly  Meeting  from  forwarding  to  the 
e  early  Meeting  the  names  of  Women  Friends  for  that

The  following  minute  embracing  some  of  the 
rsercises  was  adopted  : 

In  reviewing  the  condition  of  society  as  presented 
i  the  answers  to  the  queries,  we  have  been  intro- 
uced  into  exercise  for  the  prosperity  of  Truth  amongst 
s  and  the  advancement  of  our  borders. 

The  deficiences  in  the  answers  to  the  first  query 
"ith  reference  to  the  attendance  of  our  meetings  for 
Worship  and  discipline  gave  rise  to  the  expression  of  a 
!lery  general  concern  on  that  account,  and  Friends 
"^ere  exhorted  to  examine  closely  their  own  hearts,  that 
bey  might  know  whether  He,  whose  right  it  is,  reigned 
'upreme  within  them.  It  was  believed  that  the  pre- 
alence  of  the  Love  of  God  in  those  who  assemble  to 
lonor  His  name  in  public  worship  would  tend  to 
rouse  the  luke-warm,  and  those  whose  minds  were 
nder  discouragement,  to  mingle  with  these  and 
>ecome  partakers  of  the  Heavenly  blessing.  Others 
?ho  might  be  so  engrossed  in  temporal  pursuits,  and 
he  undue  desire  for  worldly  riches  were  called  to  a 
ense  of  the  greater  need  of  the  riches  of  the  Heavenly 
father’s  Kingdom,  and  by  a  careful  attendance  of  all 
>ur  meetings,  make  a  public  acknowledgment  of  their 
tppreciation  of  this  high  privilege.  Individual  labor 
ind  increased  zeal  were  urged  on  us  in  impressive 
Testimonies  to  the  importance  and  value  of  this 
•easonable  service. 
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The  love  and  unity  which  must  ever  characteri 
the  Church  of  Christ,  would  be  felt  to  abound  mo 
and  more,  while  we  thus  were  concerned  to  manift 
our  allegiance  to  Him  whom  we  profess  to  ser\ 
The  closer  we  are  brought  into  subjection  to  His  ho 
law  who  “  maketli  Ilis  sun  to  rise  on  the  evil  and  ( 
the  good,  and  sendeth  rain  on  the  just  and  on  tl 
unjust,”  the  nearer  shall  we  be  found  in  the  best  lif 
one  to  another. 

Tale-bearing  and  detraction  are  an  avenue  throug 
which  weakness  enters  our  fold.  We  were  afree 
impressed  with  the  need  of  keeping  watch  over  oi 
thoughts  and  words  that  we  may  be  our  brother 
keeper  in  withholding  every  thing  that  would  in  an 
way  wound  or  injure  his  reputation,  bearing  in  min 
the  test:  “  Would  I  have  him  to  do  thus  toward  me, 
resting  assured,  that  so  long  as  we  have  a  pleasure  o 
life  in  hearing  or  speaking  evil,  or  anything  derogator 
to  the  character  or  standing  of  others,  there  is  tha 
strong  self-will  alive  in  us  that  has  not  come  under  th 
Divine  Government. 

Much  concern  was  manifested  that  Friends  mai

bring  up  those  under  their  care  in  that  simplicity  anc 
plain nesss  becoming  our  Christian  profession — that  tin 
Holy  Scriptures  and  a  profitable  literature  may  bereac 
in  lieu  of  the  flood  of  pernicious  publications,  now 
poured  forth  from  the  press. 

As  the  body  requires  continual  and  healthy  nour 
ishment  for  the  proper  performance  of  its  functions,  i 
is  equally  certain  that  the  intellectual  and  moral  na 
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•es  will  expand  or  be  dwarfed  according  to  the  ali- 
mt  on  which  they  are  fed.  Every  consideration  of 
ty,  will  therefore  prompt  us  to  provide  the  means  of 
;ape  for  our  youth  from  the  contaminating  indu¬ 
ces  and  corruptions  of  the  world. 

Our  change  of  the  discipline  in  regard  to  the  manu- 
fure,  sale  and  use  as  a  drink  of  intoxicating  bever- 
cs  received  a  gratifying  response  from  the  subor- 
late  meetings.
